The public have already been made acquainted with 
the diferent arguments om -this fubject, therefore it 
would be bo wife interefting to detail“them again. In- 
deed:the debate foon took a different turn, and the fub- 
jeet before the Houfe was feemingly entirely loft fight 
of, for having refolved intoa Comniittee, Mr Rocu- 
FORT took “the chair, and Mr Firzcerarp fhortly 
itated his reafons in fypport of the bill, and concluded 
by moving the following amendment to meet an objec- 
tion of Lord Caftlereagh’s, viz. after the word /bal/, in 
the firlt-claufe, add, ** according to the laws and con- 
* ftitution of Great Britain.” ’ 

Sofoon as he fat down, the eyes of the Houfe were 
turned to Mr Foster, the Speaker. Tris Gentleman, 
the public already know, was decidedly again{t the pro- 

ed Union, and when that meafure was difcuffed in 
the Britith Houfe of Commons, Mr Pitt, in one of 
the molt eloquent Ipeeche3 he ever delivered, animad- 


. verted upon the fegtiments formerly entertained and ex- 


preffed by Mr Folter, and.-fopported the propriety of 
the meafure by the very atguments which that Gentle- 
aman had formérly erged, pointing out at the fame time 
the inconfiitency of his prefent conduct. - 

* Since that period} M; Fotter hasnot had any op- 
portunity of {peaking omthe fubject of Union, he how- 
ever émbraced the prefent, and, fcarcely touching upon 
the queftion of Réegéncy, direéted his whole argument 
to the fubject of Union, .and in reply to Mr Pitt in as 
direét terms as if both ftatefimen had been members of 


‘the fame Senate. As the public will naturally be anxi- 


ous to know the fentiments of this géntleman-'who has 
faken fo aétive a part again{t the Union, and how he 
secenciles that, with -his former opinions, we have there- 
fore given the fullowing copious detail : . 
» Re, Hon: the Sptaxek. “ Mr Rochfort—the Noble 
Lord who fpoke Jaft but one, on treating of the fub- 
jet before the Houle, has introduced the queftion of 
‘an. Union, and one largely into the {tate of the con- 
nection fablifting between the two kingdoms, and as he 
ftated, that out of the conttitution of 1782, have fprung 
all thofe evils which are conjured up as arguments for 
refigning the powers of this Parliament, and the liber- 
ties of Ireland [hear! hear!] Sir, the Nobie Lord 
“has told you, that ia quoting the opinion of Mr Fox on 
the final adjuftment in 1782, he has adduced the beft 
documents of the fpirit and meaning of that adjuftment. 
He has told you (for. this you may. accept him by infer 
‘rence) that the addreffes of the Parliament of Ireland, 
and the fpeeches of a Lord Lieutenant are no docu- 
ments ; and, Sir, I will be bold to fay, that the Noble 
Lord is the firft man who, ftanding in the fituation of a 
Lord Licutenant’s Secretary, has prefumed to fay to 
the réprefentative of his fovereign, “* My Lord, what 
» ig not to be relied on, but the cafual unautho- 


”» rized publication of a debate in Parliament is the only 


genuine , ument.”? I cannot refrain from noticing 
one € on, which fell from the\Noble Lord. The 
Noble Lord has faid, that thofe evils which he avers to 
gall for a Lesiflative Unign, have all arifen out of the 
adjuftment of 1782 ; becaufe (here let the Noble Lord 
orrea& me if I miftake his words) becaufe until then 
the power had been*acknowledged of Great Britain to 
bind Ireland. [Lord Caftlereagh here in explanation, 


’ -faid, thatthe words he had ufed. were, that Ireland bad

been until then in habits of obedience to the opinions 


of the Britith Cabinet }]—lI proteft, refumed the Speaker, 


the Noble Lord fo exa&ly copies his prototype, Mr 
Pitt, in a peculiar accuracy of expreffion, that I do not 
know what to make of his words one way or other. He 
profeffes to fay, that the words he had ufed were not 
that Ireland had until then acknowledged the power of 
Great Britain to bind her, but that fhe had been in:ha- 


“bits of obedience, &c. If thofe do not mean one and 


the fame thing, I mutt learn inftruétion from fome other 


_expofition of the Englith language than I have yet a 
- knowledge of [a general laugh].. Sir, that very ad- 


juftment arofe out of the circumftance: of the fifter coun- 
gry binding Ireland, and the difavowing that -power.— 
‘The complaints of the Ivith Parliament on this fubje& 
“were carried to the foot of the Throne, when in con- 
fequence the following meflage: was received by the 
Parliament of Ireland from the then Lord Lieutenant, 
his Grace the Duke of Portland. ~ 

‘* LT have it in cominand from his Majesty to inform this 
House, that his Majesty, being concerned to find that discon- 
tents and jealousies are prevailing among his loyal subjects of 
this country upon matters of great weight and importance; his 
Majesty recommends to this Hduse to take the same into their 
most, setjous consideratioi, in order to such a final adjustment 
as may give mutual satisfaction to his kingdoms of Great Bri- 
tain and Ireland.” “ae , ay 

Here pleafe to obferve, Sir, that this meffage related 
to a final .adjuftment’; and we have his Majefty’s autho- 
rity at a fubfequent period, that this final adjultment. 
‘was carried into executign. To chis meffage, the Par- 
liament of Iceland, shus encouraged, ‘boldly fated the 
grievances.of which they'had {4 complain, Thofe grie- 
vances were—ilt, that of Ireland being bound by laws 
made in Britain=-2d, the appellant jurifdiétiion—3d, 
the exiiting of Poyming’s law—4th, a matiny bill not 
limited in point of duration. "What was the language 
of the Irith Parliament in the addrefs which enumerated 
thofe gtievances? I will quote it from the’records of 
your Houfe :— ik ae 

“Thus encouraged-hy his Royal interposition, we shall beg: 
Jeave, with all duty and affection, to lay before his Majesty the 
cause of our discortents and jealousies; to’ assure his Majesty 
that his subjects of Ireland aré a‘free people; that the Crown 
of ireland is an Imperial Crown, ins¢parably annexed to the 
Crown of Great Britain, on which tonnection the interests and 
‘happiness of both nations essentially depend; but that the 
kingdom of Irelandiis a distinct kingdom, with a Parliament of 
her own, the sole Legislatnte thereof’ “That there is no body 
of men.competent to make laws'to bind this nation, except the 
King, Lords, and Commons of Ireland; nor any other Parlia- 
ment which hath authority or power, of any sort whatsoever, 
in this country, save only the Parliament of ireland! ‘To assure 
his Majesty that we humbly conceive, that’ in‘ this right the 
very essence of our liberties exists? a right which we, on the 
part ofall the people of Ireland, da chim as their birth-right, 
and which we cannot yield but with our lives.” 

Are thofe words, which the Noble Lord alludes to, 
words of no meaning? Does he fuppofe that they were 
fpoken: with no intent ? Did Ireland here acknowledge 
the right of the Britith nation to bind-her?, I thalt yet 
beg leave 'to trouble the Committee with another paflage 
from this addrefs—it goes on thefe words— 

“ To assure his Majesty that we bave seca with concern, 

‘certain claims advanced by the Parliament of Great Britain in 
an act, entided, * An act for she better securing the depend- 


a 


enty of Ircland’—an act containing matter entirely irreconcile- 

able to the fundamental rights of this nation. That we con- 

ceive this act; an@ the claim it advances, to be the great an 

principal cause of the discontents and jealousies in this king- 
om.” 

Now, Sir, what was this act of dependency but in 
effence that very Union,’ which is now faid to be the 
only remedy for difcontent and jealoufy, with this ad- 
vantage to Ireland, that while fhe had a Parliament, 
the had the power of righting herfelf, which powers 
the Union recommended by the Noble Lord would 
take away for ever: and ic thew what was the gene- 
ral fenfe of Ireland on this fubjeét, I refer the Noble 
Lord to the Journals of this Houfe, where it is record- 
ed by a divifion, when there appeared for the addrefs 
219—againft it none—fo that here is the ‘document of 
Parliament to fhew the unanimous fenfe and feeling of 
this great and decifive conftitutional meafure—the final 
adjultment of 1782. 

Sir, when this addrefs went to England, it was laid 
before both Houfes of tHe Britith Parliament, when 
both came to the refolution ftated by the -Noble Lord, 
and this refolution was entered into in confequence of 
the addrefs of the Irifh Parliament ; and the great mi- 
ftake, for I will call it only a miftake, with refpect to 
this refolution, is fo much dwelt on as poi sting to the 
neceflity of a Legiflative Union, entertained both by 
Mr Pitt and the Noble Lord is, that they affur’e this 
refolution to have paffed fubfequent to the final adjuit- 
ment, whereas, in faét, it was entered into pricr to 
that arsangement ; and the introduction of a fingle won, 
I will not: fay intentionally, makes it appear to th fe 
who do not hold in remembrance the tranfaétions 


ment, snd deferibed it to have bezn inefficient to i... 
intended purpofes. The.refclution, Sir, quoted fo 2f 
ten by Mr Pitt and by the Nobles Z.o%" wat :..cered 
into by the Britith Parliament on the 17:h of May 
1782; and was in the following words : 

“ That tt is indispensible to the interest and happiness of 
both kingdoms, that the connection between them should be 
established by mutual consent, upon a solid and ‘permanent 
footing ; afid that an humble address be presented to his Ma~ 
jesty, that his Majesty will be graciously pleased to take such 
meagures as his Majesty in his royal wisdom shall think most 
conducive to that important end.” 

Now, Sir, a moft material difference is formed by 
the introduction of the fingle word further’ preceding 
the word mea/fures in this refolution. To the firft ad- 
drefs of the Parliament of Ireland to his Majefty after 
the recognition of its rights, what does his Majefty fay? 

“ That he accepts with she most sensible satisfaction the af- 
fectionate acknowledgements of his Parliament of Ireland, for 
those arrangements, which he concurs with them in consider- 
ing a perpetual pledge ofamiity, &c.” 

. Willany man. doubt that thofe expreffions on the 
part of the Parliament of Ireland, the Chief Governor 
of Ireland, and their common and beloved fovereign, 
were not fincere and conclufive in their meaning? but 
if any doubt~yet refted, after the authorities which I 
have quoted, that doubt mult be removed by the fpeech 
of his Grace the Duke of Portland to Parliament, at 
the clofe of the feflion of July 1782. He fays— _ 

“ The great and constituti advantages you have secured 
to your country, and the wise and magnanimous conduct of 
Great Britain in contributing to the success of your steady and 
temperate exertions, call for my congratulations, at the close of 
a.session which must ever reflect the highest honour on the | 
national character of both kingdoms.” P 

Was this the language to be applied to a Parliament 
who were laying the foundation of thofe evils to their 
country complained of by the Noble Lord? In anether 
part of the {peech goes on to fay— : 

“ Your claims were directed by the same spirit that gave } 
rise ahd stability to the liberties of Great Britain, and could 
not fail of success as soon as the Councils of that kingdom were 
influenced by the avowed friends of the constitution.” 

In the next paragraph his Grace continues—~ 

“ Such’a spirit of congtitational liberty, communicating it- 
‘self from one kingdom to another, must naturally produce that 
.reciprocal confidence and mutual affection of which we already 
begin to feel the most salutary effects. A gan zeal and ge- 
nerous ardour have ugited this whole king in the most cor- 
dial and vigorous exertions, which promise effectually to frus- 
trate the designs of our common enemy, and to re-establish and 
secure the glory of thé whole empire.” ; 

Here’ is the opinion of his Grace of Portland, and 
through him of the Cabinet of Britain, an that political 
arrangement which now the Nuble Lord and Mr Pitt 
‘arraign as the fource of jealoufies, and as having within 
it‘the alive principles of feparation. But what does 
ar fheech till further fay of the final adjuftment of 
1782? é , 

. Convince the people in your several districts, as you are 
yourselves convinced, that every cause of party jealousies and 
discontents is finally removed, that both countries have pledged 
their good faith to each other, and that their best security will 
be an inviolable adherence to that compact—[hear! hear !J— 
convince them that the two kingdoms are now one, indissolu- 
bly connected in unity of constitution and unity of intetests.” 

Could any expreflions, Sir, be more explicit than 
thefe ? or are we to be told by the Noble Lord and the 
Britifh Minilter that we are mere babies and do not un- 
derftand the common language which we ufe? What 
does his Majefty fay in his anfwer to an addrefs of the 
Irifh Parliament ? His Majefty did fay that no contftitu- 
tional fubjeét then remained to difturb the harmony fub- 
fifting between the two countries ; yet we are told by 
the Minifter of this day, that a final adju(tment of the 
conftitution of Ireland and its:conneétion with Britain 
never entered into the contemplation of thofe Minifters | 
Sir, is it to be fuppofed that thofe Minifters—that the 
Duke of Portland—that eve the Sacred Perfonage 
who forms one of the eftates’ of Parliament, defigned 
adeliberate fraud on the Pailiament and people of Ire- 
land ?—Is i¢ to be fuppofed that they held in referva- 
tion the meafare of an Union te.deltroy that conftitu- 
tion which they had alhfted to form. (heat !. hear !) 
Is it to be fuppofed that when a free conftitution was 
offered to Ireland ig 1782, that it was to be accom- 
panied by a refolution intended to exprefs its annihila- 
tion? A curious circumftance happened foon after that 
final fettlement. Mr Flood moved for leave to bring 
in a bill in this country, which was refufed, becaufe the } 
conftitution was confidered to have been finally acknow- 
Jedged. He then moved that the word in the re- 
folution of adjuftment, be expunged from the journals’ 
of the Houfe, which, on a divifion of a very full Houfe, 
was alfo rejected—and thereby the term, as applicable 
to the contftitution of this country, was eftablifhed. In 
addition to all of thofe teltimonies there was one other 
given—a day of public and folemn thankfgiving to Al- 
mighty God was appointed, and the hearts and eyes of 
milliong of ;human beings were raifed to Heaven in 
thankful adoration for .the invaluable bleffing of a free 
conttitution, (hear! hear!) We-call on the Deity to 
receive our thanks—we call ypon Heaven to fanéion 
our new-born cunftitution! And is it this conftitution 
which we are called. upon. zo:‘facrifice, to gratify the 
theoretical projects of any Minifter? (hear! hear !) 

Y. Sir, I feel it almoft impoflible for me to refrain from 
exprefling a deferved indignation,, that a conftitution 


that day, thatthe refulution followed the final e4j:.’- 


peace and profperity of the country, to a theory which 
has every argument againft, and none for it but tlie fub- 
jugation of Ireland to the uncontrouled views of a Bri- 
tith Minifter—and which I truft will never be relithed 
by Irithmen—[an efithufiaftic cry of hear! hear 1j—It 
would be needlefs to recur to the feveral arguments, or 
rather affertions, ufed by Mr Pitt, refpedting the point 
of final adjuitmentall who hear me I am fure mutt be 
of opinion with me, that never was there yet a great 
Jfpeech made by a great man, which contained fo Little 
matter ; and if any thing could make me believe that 
the Noble Lord poffeffes lefs good fenfe and political 
talents than I am difpofed to afcribe to him, it is the 
pains which he took to diffeminate in this country fuch 
a paltry fpeech. 1 call it fo—gentlemen may take 
notes of: the expreffion ; I fee they ure at it—but the 
part which relates to the final adjuftment, is not the 
only weak and falacious componest of this weak and 
fuperficial ftrudure of verballity and fophiftication. In 
relation to affixing the Great Seal of England to Irith 
aéts of Parliament, a gentleman has tauntingly faid, 
ss Ts this the independence boafted of ?”? I-will fay, it 
was wife in that day, toleave the Great Seal in the 
hands of a Britith Minifter—by doing fo we told “the 
Britifh nation we felt no inclination to feparate, and 
that if we fhould pafs a bill of any fuch tendency—fuch 
a bill could not pafs into a law without the fanction of 
the Britith Miniftry. But what did Ireland to pledge 
herfelf to the connexion ? Her aét of independence was 
that pledge, for in that fhe allied the kingdom of Ire- 
land to the: Crown of Great Britain, not to the perfon 
of the King—[a cry of hear! hear! from the, Trea- 
fury Bench.} 

ith refpe& to the advantages affumed by the 
advecates, of .an, Union to our foreign commerce, 
Mi, Speaker. quoted the: navigation act, which he 
‘proved to communicate every freedom of trade which 
this country cduld defire. He then adverted to the 
period of the commercial propofitions. In the addrefs 
trom both Parliaments — the feffion of 1795, it. 
was {tated that there were neceflary regulations of com- 
merce affecting the two countries, which had not been 
adjutted. . Commercial arrangement were alone fpoken 
of, and had there any meafure of Conftitution remained 
unfettled would Mr P. who began his miniftry foon af- 
ter the fieal adjuftment, and who was minifter in 1785 
—would he have fat quietly when fuch an aa por 
offered, of giving confideration to a conftitutional quef- 
tion, if any had remained unfettkd? But ifany thing 
could more than another fhew that the conttitutional 
connexion between the two countries was confidered as 
finally fettled, it is the unanimous addrefs of the Britith 
Parliament on that occafion, moved by Mr Pitt himfelf, 
and whefein are to be feen all thofe expreflions, nearly 
word for word, which he now applies to the meafur¢ of 
an Union—wealth, confolidation, ftrength, glory, &c. 
&c. all were attached by him as neceflary confequences 
of accepting the propofitions, and now are fhifted, but 
with very unhappy appropriation, to the meafure of an 
Union. 

L hope I may be pardoned if, departing fora mo- 
ment from the fubject before the Committee—I advert 
to the infinuations againft my conduct, contained in a 
late fpeech of Mr Pitt’s on the fubject of a Legiflative 
Union. crag 

I refpeé&t. Mr Pitt a8 an’ Englifh minifter, and give 
him credit for his financial talents ;—but, as to the Irith 
nation, he is the worft minifter it ever heard of—and 
nothing but the utmoft rafhinefs could induce the man te 
difturb this country at fuch a period, by the. introduc- 
tion of a meafure which he muft have been confcious 
could not have been received or treated of, without the 
moft alarming wat of feeling. The charges again{ft me 
contained in that fpeech mult, if I could feel flattered 
by fuch a circumftance, have flattered me; for, in a 
fpeech which occupied upwards of three hours, more 
than one third of it makes me the fabjedt, and is taken 
up with, I will not fay defigned, mifreprefentations of 
what has been publicly faid by me on different occa- 
fions, but particularly in the debate‘on the Commercial 
Propofitions in 1785. [Here Mr Speaker corrected 
the feveral mifreprefentations. ] 

Sir, what I faid firft and laft was, that nota line in 
the commercial propofitions touched your conttitution, 
but mifreprefentation has faid that I valued your final 
adju(tment fo lightly that 1 was ready for a trifle to re- 
linquifh it for ever.

with Great Britain ; but what fays Mr Pitt?“ I will 
difturb that. harmony !” —The Duke of Portland has 
told us repeatedly, that the conftitution of 82 was a 
final adjuftment ; but what fays Mr Pitt? “ My Lord 
Duke, you are a child; you know nothing about the 
matter ; you know nothing—the King knows nothing ; 
the Parliament knows nothing—but now that I am in 
office I will thew you-that the conftitution of Ireland 
and final adjuftment mean nothing!”—The Duke of 
Portland has told you, that all caufes of jealoufy are re- 
moved; that both: countries have pledged their good 
faith to eachother "4nd that their belt fecurity will be 
an inviolable adherancé to that compact. Mr Pitt tells 
you that no fuch compact was ever made !—with equal, 
propriety, fhould he facrifice our conftitution to his 
project of an Union; might he at a future period, make 
light of every article of that Union, and: fay there had 
been no compact whatever. Sir, it is no wonder that 
‘the Britith Minifter thould feek to get aver the conftitu- 
tion of 82,’ by it we have acquired that free and perfect 
liberty which conftitutes the happinefs and profperity of 
nations, and he fhould make us believe that the particu- 
, lar fyftem, from whence thofe advantages proceed, does 
not exift at ally. before he can reconcile us to his theo- 
rem of an Uniof. Mr. Pitt.has taken fome trouble in 

uoting me, bow permit me to quote a little of Mr Pitt. 
ta 1785, when introducing the commercial propofitions, 
he bears this teflimony to that final adjuftment, which 
he would have us believe never had any exiftence. 

“ A vast.deal has been already done by the Parliament of 
Ireland ; the present plan is only a necessary supplement to that 
formerly adopted, and merely going to secure the commerce 
ofthe two countries on a settled and permanent footing.” 

So, the meafures of 1785 were acknowledged by him 
to have been but a neceffary fupplement to thofe of 
1782; the one having been wholly commercial, the 
other wholly conftitutional. Further, in’ his introduc- 
tion of the propofitions, he fays, 

“ Among all the objects of my political life, thére “has not 
occurred any which, in the same degree with this, could ‘call 
forth the feelings of my heart.”
